WINS THE RACE 


Outsails Shamrock in Light 


Winds on the Homestretch 


SHAMROCK HAD THE BEST START 


And Led Most of the way to Stakeboat, 


Rounding It 39 Seconds Ahead, But 


Still Short of Overcoming Time 
, Allowance of the Columbia 


New York, Sept. 28—3.45 p. m., Colum 


bia wins the race. 


She crossed the line at 3.31,15. Sham- 


rock crossed at 3.31,10. 


Columbia wins on her time allowance 


The times given are unofficial. 


The American yacht met Shamrock 


II today for the first completed race 
of the 1901 series, and after being led 
most of the way to the stake boat ran 
away from the challenger in the light- 
er breezes which marked the home- 
ward course. 


The result is another evidence that' 


in light winds the Columbia Is match- 
less. Shamrock's best showing today 
was made when the wind was strong- 
est, and until the breezes regan to 
lessen in strength. American hopes 
were low. 


The yachts got away without any of 


the crowding of which Captain Syc,a- 
more complained on Thursday. Cap- 
tain Barr gave Shamrock the right of 
way, 
and the British boat had two sec- 


ond the start. 


All the way to the turn the two 


boats fought for the leas, but Sham- 
rock, following its better manoeuver- 
ing at the start, kept her position 
most of me way and rounded the stake 
boat 
41 seconds ahead in point of 


time, and 39 seconds ahead in point of 
elapsed time. This .however, was too 
little to over come the time allowance 
the Shamrock gives the Columbia. 


All the way to the stake there had 


been a lively breeze, which sent the 
boats along at a fine rate, but soon 
after the start for home, the breeze 
lessened, and grew steadily weaker. 


In this, as in the light winds of 


Thursday, Columbia seemed to respond 
with double the willingness of Sham- 
rock, and forged ahead, slowly at first, 
and then with leaps and bounds till 
she was sailing along with a small 
but decisive lead. 


The enthusiasm 
of the excursion 


crowds broke loose at this, and cheer 
after cheer greeted the American de- 
fender. 


From 
that time on the Columbia 


held her 'own or gained till she cross- 
ed the line, 


The Race in Detail 


New York, Sept 27—The prepiritory 


signal 
for today's race was fired at 


10.45 o'clock. 


The yachts were sent away within a 


nflnute 'of the appointed time, and 
had a pretty fight for position. 
The 


Shamrock took all 'tfie honors in the 
start, and besides this occupied 
the 


weather berth. 


The jockeying as start was, how- 


ever, in no way as spectacular as that 
displayed in the 
manoeuvring prior 


to the start of Thursday's contestt and 
whatever honors there was were all 
to the captain of the Irish boat. 


According 
to the official time the 


Shamrock passed the line two seconds 
ahead of the Columbia the time be- 
ing: 


Columbia, 11.00.16; Shamrock 11.00.14. 
Both boats went over on the star- 


board tack and the Shamrock increas- 
ed its lead V> 150 yards, but the Co- 
lumbia picked up. 


At 11.20 the Shamrock was to the 


windward but seemingly astern. The 
boats were heeling to the increasing 
wind. 
The Columbia was increasing 


her lead. 


At 11.24 the Columbia went oij about 


the 
port tack and was leading the 


Shamrock. 


At 11.27 the Shamrock had the lead 


and was on the starboard tack. The 
Columbia, lying on the port tack, was 
forced about by the Shamrock. 


At 11.47 Shamrock was still ahead, 


and doing great windward work. 
,, 


At 12.33, 
the boats hd sailed nine 


miles of the course and both were on 
the port tack. The Shamrock appear- 
ed to have worked out from under 
the Columbia's lee. 


At 12.36 both boats had gone on the 


starborad tack, and the turning boat 
was in sight. 


At 12.39 the Shamrock was ahead, 


and 
had forced the Columbia about. 


Both were on the 
starborad tack, 


Shamrock to the windward. 


Turning tbe Mark 


The Shamrock turned the mark 41 


seconds ahead of the Columbia. 


The official time at the stakeboat 


was: 
Shamrock, 
1.25,12; Columbia 


1.25,53. 


The Shamrock In actual sailing time 


was 39 seconds ahead of the Columbia, 
as she crossed the starting line two 
seconds ahead of her, but the elapsed 
time is more than offset by the 46 sec- 
onds handicap which the Shamrock 
yacht was compelled to give the Co- 
lumbia because of the measurement 
rules. 


The elapsed time for the 15 miles, to 


the stake bo^t, was: Shamrock, 2 
hours 24 minutes, 58 seconds; Columbia 
2 hours, 25 minutes, 37 seconds. 


Tbe Ban Home 


On rounding the stakeboat both 


yachts squared away for home, and in 
seven minutes both broke out spin- 
nakers.. 


The win4 began to fall and was then 


only seven knots. 


At 1:59 the yachts had covered four 


miles of the run home under a cloud 
of canvas. There was no relative 
change in their positions. 
The wind 


was steadily falling. 


At 2.11 the Columbia was seen to be 


gaining.

At 2.14 
the Columbia passed the 


Shamrock and took the lead. 
At 2.18 


this lead was apparent to all.

Half 
a dozen workmen were 'occupied all 
day yesterday in cementing the 'outer 
cage in which the casket was placed 
Thursday in the vault at the base of 
the monument's shaft. Over six feet 
of 
cement had been over the casket 


when work was suspended last night. 
The remainder of the cement will be 
laid 
today, then the flooring of the 


tomb •Rill be aid. 


It is thought now that no further re- 


moval of the body will ever be made. 
The casket was buried 13 feet in the 
ground beneath the tomb containing 
the crypts wher lie the remainder of 
the family." On a cement base four feet 
thick rests an iron cage inclosing the 
casket. Above the cage will be eight 
feet of solid masonary. It w'ould take 
a large force of workmen several days 
to exhume the casekt under the most 
favorable 
circumstances.

A tcassiation of the ap- 


peal Is as follows: 


The undersigned plenipotentiaries of 


the South African Republic and the 
plenipotentiaries of tbe Orange Free 
State, acting on behalf of both these 
states, have the honor to bring the fol- 
lowing to your notice: Under date of 
the 0th of April last, the then chairman 
of your council communicated to the 
representatives of both states that the 
permanent court of arbitration had been 
constituted. 


Now that the war has gone on for 


nearly two years, without any prospect 
of an end thereto, except in the way only 
recently acknowledged as being the 
most efficacious and at the same time 
the most equitable means of deciding 
international differences, to wit: Sub- 
mission to arbitration, the desirability, 
mutually, for such a peaceful termina- 
tion cannot but become more and more 
acknowledged. The states represented 
by the undersigned, therefore, consider 
that they should repeat the proposal 
already made by them before, but re- 
jected by England, to submit to arbi- 
tration'the settlement of the differences 
which gave rise to the war. 


In this they particularly have in view 


the question whether England is right 
in alleging that any action was taken 
by the republics which had for its ob- 
ject the suppression of the English 
element in or its expulsion from South 
Africa, and generally whether the re- 
publics have made themselves qullty of 
an act, which, according to interna- 
tionally recognized principles, would 
give England the right to deprive them 
of their independence. 


Should the English government give 


an unfavorable reply It will thereby be 
manifest that they dare not submit 
themselves to the judgment of a con- 
ecientious, learned and impartial tri- 
bunal. 


They will then, moreover, continue to 


bear the responsibility for the prolon- 
gation of a war as terrible as it is un- 
necessary, and they will tacitly have ac- 
knowledged that the manner in which 
they have carried on the war is in con- 
flict with the demands of humanity and 
civilization as confirmed by themselves. 


In the hope that it may please you to 


give effort to their request, and, there- 
fore, to accord your mediation or as- 
sistance in a matter of such urgency, 
they tender you the assurance of their 
sincere esteem.

Czolgosz Makes a Scene at 


Auburn Prison 


HIS NEEVE FOBSAKES HIM 


On His Trip From Buffalo the Assas- 


sin Talked With His Keepers Ex- 
pressing Regret For His Crime— 
Messages Sent Ills Father 
Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 28.—Sheriff Cald- 


well returned last night from Auburn, 
whither he took Leon F. Czolgosz. His 
account of the excitement outside the 
prison when the assassin of President 
McKinley arrived was as follows: 


"We arrived in Auburn at 3:15 in the 


morning, and there was a crowd of 
about 200 people outside the prison 
when we reached there. 


"As soon as we reached Auburn' w« 


hurried Czolgosz out towards the prison. 
The crowd quiftkly surrounded us, and 
there were cries of 'Kill him, 'Kill him,' 
'Throw bricks at him.' 


"No bricks were thrown, however, 


and we got him into the prison without 
any one being hurt. 
Some of us were 


bruised a little in the crowding against 
the gate. We closed the gates the min- 
ute the members of our party were all 
injside. 
Czolgosz collapsed completely 


as soon as he entered the prison—to say 
that he went to pieces is the best way I 
can describe it. He fell to the floor and 
yelled and shouted, and his arms and 
legs jerked around as if be could not 
control them at all. We took off his 
clothes, and I stooped down beside him 
and said: 


"Czolgosz, don't you know me.' 
He 


did not seem to recognize me at all, but 
Just rubbed his eyes and shouted in- 
coherently. 
He did not say anything 


we could understand—I guess he was 
too frightened to try to talk. He just 
yelled and hollered llk« a crazy man. 
After the doctor came and gave him 
something he quieted down and, then 
I left" 


BRYAN ADVISESf ROOSEVELT 
Suggests That the President Shall 


Serve but One Term 


Lincoln, Neb., Sept. 28.—In today's 


Commoner William J. Bryan urges 
President Roosevelt to be satisfied with 
his present term in the White House and 
not to seek a renomination. He says 
the president has reached the turning 
point in his political career, and adds: 
"Mr. Roosevelt will find that there are 
many things that can be accomplished 
by an executive officer who is under no 
temptation to use the patronage of his 
office to promote his own reelection. If 
he will announce his determination not 
to be a candidate for renomination, he 
will be relieved of a great deal of em- 
barrassment and anxiety, and he will 
find sufficient 'strenuous life' in an ef- 
fort to make his administration conspic- 
uous for its honesty and efficiency. 


"If he intends to appear before the 


next Republican convention as a candi- 
date, he must prepare to fight the bosses 
of his party or surrender to them. He 
to aware of the fact that the Republi- 
can organization did not look with favor 
upon his candidacy. President Roose- 
velt has reached the parting of the ways. 
Which road will he take?" 


Mr. Bryan opposes limitation upon 


freedon of speech, which has been sug- 
gested as a cure for anarchy. "The ed- 
itor of the Commoner," he says, "as 
much as any living man, knows the 
abuse sometimes heaped upon candi- 
dates for office. He has been the victim 
of as much malice and vituperation as 
have ever been employed against an 
American, and yet he is opposed to plac- 
ing any additional restrictions upon the 
freedom of sneech or the freedom of 
th* press*.

ated the signal code. 
Captain McCalla expressed the opin- 


ion that coaling was feasible off San- 
tiago at the time Schlcy began his retro- 
grade movement. Captain Wise was re- 
called to make verbal changes in the of- 
ficial testimony. lie altered his prev- 
ious statement concerning the order of 
the navy department of May 20, 1898, 
In which he was directed to "inform 
every vessel off Santiago that the fly- 
ing squadron is off Cienfuegos," saying 
that he desired to correct his response 
to the courts question as to why this 
order was not carried out, by staling 
that it had been carried out. "The'fly 
ing squadron was ordered to pioceed 
with a.11 possible despatch," he said, and 
added: "I did not desire to inform the 
commodore of the flying squadron of 
his own movements. The order was to 
inform commanders of the movements 
of the flying squadron." 


The court then asked: "Did you di- 


rect Capaln Sigsbee to give Commodore 
Schley the information contained in 
the despatch from the navy department 
regarding the whereabouts of the Span- 
ish squadron?" "I did not." 


Captain Leinly questioned Mr. Hood 


concerning the despatches delivered to 
to Admiral Schley, eliciting from him 
the statement that while he carried two 
despatches to the admiral from the cora- 
mander-in-chief, he knew that the infor- 
mation contained in one of them was 
later than that in the other because the 
one was dated-at Havana and the other 
at Key West The Havana 
despatch 


had contained more positive instruc- 
tions about proceeding to Santiago. 


Lieutenant Hood related the conversa- 


tion he had had with Admiral Schley 
after delivering the orders, saying^that 
he bad told the admiral that it was Ad- 
miral Sampson's wish that the flying 
squadron should proceed immediately 
to Santiago, as his information waa 
very positive. 


His statement 
was as follows: 


Commodore Schley rend the despatches 
and then, turning; to me, said: 'Captain, 
Admiral Sampson wishes me to go to 
Santiago, I cannot do it' I told. Schley 
that the Admiral certainly expected rite 
squadron to leave the instant I arrived. 
Commodore Schley then said, in nearly 
these words 'I am not satisfied that the 
Spaniards are not here in Cienfuegos. 
Besides, my ships all want coal"; that 
Ohe Massachusetts, Texas and Brooklyn 
wanted BO many tons of coal, and that 
the day before Admiral Sampson had 
sent him' down the Iowa with only'half 
her coal supply, so that she could not 
go anywhere; that it was useless to send 
ships down^here only half filled with 
coal. I said to Commodore Schley then 
that the information which the admiral 
had he considered as definite;"he had 
no doubt but that the Spanish fleet was 
at Santiago. 


"Commodore Schley then said to me: 


•Captain, Sampson does not understand. 
He is not on the spot and cannot judge.' 
I also informed Commodore Schley that 
they certainly expected the squadron to 
leave immediately and that I had verbal 
orders from' tbe commander-in-chief 
which did not appear in my written 
orders to remain with the Hawk alone 
at Cienfuegos after the squadron bad 
left and conduct a blocl'.ale for a day 
or two or as long as rmy ^oal supply 
lasted." 


"Describe the commodore's manner 


upon tiiia occasion," said Captain Lem- 
ley. The commodore was sitting in his 
chair all the time I was talking to him, 
very quietly. He seemed to be very 
much perplexed at what to do." 


"Do you remember where there was 


anything said about communication 
with the Insurgents?" "There was 
something said by me." 


"In the commodore's 
presence?'' 


"No, chief of staff on deck. The com- 
modore was in the cabin." 


Lieutenant Hood was then excused 


and Captain Bowman H. McCalla, who 
commanded the Marblehead during the 
Spanish war, was called. Witness had 
first come Into contact with the flying 
squadron on May 19, 1898. When he 
was proceeding from the south coast of 
Cuba to Key West, he met the squadron 
on its way to Cuba. Witness said he 
had not been asked to come aboard the 
Brooklyn for the purpose of making • 


report on conditions in Cuba, but be bad 
tnnde a full report to Captain Chad- 
wick, Admiral Sampson's chief of staff, 
when he arrived at Key West. On this 
point he said: "In addition to written 
reports or despatches which I carried, 
I explained to the chief of staff the secret 
code which I had established with the 
Cubans near Cienfuegos. That was'not 
done until I heard that. Commodore 
Schley was proceeding to Cienfuegos." 


Q—And you communicated that infor- 


mation to Commodore Schley verbally« 


A—Commodore Schley told me he 


thought the Spanish squadron was in 
Cienfuegos; that he had received news- 
papers from the steamer Adnla some 
days previous; that one of the news- 
papers contained a cable despatch from 
Santiago and from that he gathered 
that tbe Spanish force under Admiral 
Cevera might have sailed from Santiago 
In time to reach Cienfaegos just before 
the arrival of the force under his com- 
mand. I said that I had brought arms, 
ammunition and dynamite for the Cu- 
ban camp to the westward, and that 
if he would let me go I would find out 
at once whether they werein Cienfuegos 
He immediately assented, tasked him 
if he had seen any lights on the beach. 
He said he had. I asked him if be saw 
three. 
He said he had. 
I then said 


the lights were from Cubans, trying to 
communicate. I may have asked him 
if he saw three horses in line on the 
beach by day. 


Captain McCalla then related how he 


had gone ashore near Cienfuegos and 
found tbe Cubans drawn up in line. He 
gave them food and ammunition. 


"We found," he added, "that Cenrera 


was not inside the haibor, and that in 
fact the situation in Clenf negos was ex- 
actly as it was when I left it on the 
16th of the same month." 


Captain McCalla said he sent the in- 


formation obtained to Admiral Schley 
by the Eagle, signalling that vessel to 
proceed at full speed and report to the 
Brooklyn that Cervera was not In Clen- 
fucgos. 
At that time, witness wns

Previous to this he had said that

Captain McCalla said 
that the squadron had not proceeded 
with "all dispatch to Santiago." 


After telling of the cruise from Cien- 


fuegos to Santiago, of the arrival off 
that city and of the retrograde move- 
ment toward Key West, the witness 
was asked if the Marblehead could have 
coaled on the afternoon and the evening 
of May 26th, when the flying squadron 
arrived off Santiago. 


In response to questions he next told 


briefly about the bombardment of the 
Cristobal Colon on May 31. When asked 
what had been left undone to accom- 
plish the destruction of that vessel, he 
replied that Admiral Schley had failed 
to use his entire force in making the at- 
tack. 


Mr. Hanna inquired if this was an im- 


portant omission. 


Captain Parker, on behalf of Admiral 


Schley, objected. 


The objection was sustained by Ad- 


miral Dewey, with the remark that 
"Such questions'should not be asked 
nnder the ruling of the court." 


Captain Parker was about to proceed 


with further remarks, whereupon Ad- 
miral Dewey asked him to desist, say- 
tog: 


"We will adjourn now; we can take

KTBEKT RAILWAY KXTENMON 


"Up the hill on the trolley car" 


mean much to the city. . The extension 
of the street railway line 
to 
Kemp 


park 
has long been regarded as a 


necessity to the adequate development 
of that section, 
and the announce- 


ment 
made by President Richmond 


that the company had 
petitioned the 


city council for a franchise covering 
the 
desired route was received with 


pleasure 
by the entire 
gommunity. 


Through 
it one of the m'ost popular 


residence sections of the city will be 
extended, and the public park will be 
made available for many 
who now 


know of its existence only as a name. 
No opposition to the franchise can be 
imagined ,and it is to be expected that 
the line will be built and put in opera- 
tion next year. 


The street railway 
company does 


more than this. It outlines the possi- 
bility of another 
extension 
which 


Would mean a second line of electric 
rails from this city to Adams, passing 
through a large section at present un- 
provided with any means of quick 
communication. 
It would meet one 


need 
which demands recognition by 


passing both the two new cemeteries, 
Southview and St. Joseph's. It would 
mean much for Adams as well as for 
North Adams. And' With the excep- 
tion of the distance from Adams to 
Cheshire it would complete two sys- 
tems of tracks from North Adams to 
Pittsfield. It would improve the ser- 
vice between here and Adams, always 
a desirable thing, and pleasure riding, 
a growing factor, would be given a 
new impetus. 


That the proposition will meet with 


some objection, however, is practically 
certain. That Church street should be 
run through by tracks would naturally 
be a 
distasteful thing to those whose 


homes are .there andwho, are still so near 
the center of the city as to give the 
line 
little 
personal convenience. It 


would be equally distasteful to the en- 
tire city for whom a beautiful street 
is an object of pride, 
if there were 


any other way of providing for the line 
where it is needed. 


That section of the city, 
presents 


peculiarly 
perplexing 
problems to 


those who are interested in building it 
up. Ashland street, the natural out- 
let of a street railway line, 
is by a 


curious lack of wisdom earlier in the 
game 
of building a city allowed to 


end in a "blind lead" with corners so 
short 
that 
'one of the old fashioned 


bobtail horse cars would have trouble 
in making the turn. It is 
probable 


that street railway 
extension 
will 


more clearly than anything else show 
the folly of having 
'allowed 
this 


street to lose itself and its usefulness 
in this manner. Church street is the 
'only other street reaching 
the east 


road, 
and Church street, in addition 


to being a street the city would glad- 
ly see preserved, is not overly wide at 
certain points. 


When the welfare and development 


of the 
city is clearly seen to be at 


stake, 
personal 
opposition 
should 


withdraw. But 
if the 
franchise is 


granted, 
the "street railway c'ompany 


will be called on for some assurance 
that the franchise is wanted for the 
purpose of immediate building. 


The Transcript commends to the

dices of some of the

of

Now Bunnins tn tbe Cities 


The Interior W. the new Empire the- 


ater, which will open Its doors to the 
public next Wednesday 
evening, is 


rapidly assuming the shape of a com- 
pleted playhouse, although staging as 
yet remains in place far up into the 
big auditorium and many details re- 
main to be attended to. But with three 
days in which to work, it is easily 
seen by the experienced eye that the 
house will be in the very pink of read- 
iness for the opening, and that it/will 
present an appearance to delight the 
eye. 


The balcony seats are all in, and 


workmen will begin Monday to place 
the main floor chairs In place. The 
scenery has arrived, and the decor- 
ating Is practically 
completed. 
The 


general plans for the building have 
been given the public, but there is an 
especial interest in the arrangements 
and decorations of the interior. 


Through the long, well lighted cor- 


ridor from Main £%reet. paved with 
tile and with greenish walls, patrons 
of the house will enter the 
lobbv, 


which will be. decorated 
In green 


shades, with a 
ceiling 
ornamented 


with ivory and treated with flowers. 


From this lobby on the left is a 


broad stairway to the balcony, while 
straight 
ahead Is the main entrance 


to the theater, leading directly to the 
foyer. The 
other 
balcony 
ascends 


from the rear of the foyer, but is set 
back of the rear wall, so that it takes 
no space from the foyer. 


The general color effect of the audi- 


torium is of red, ivory ana gold, pre- 
senting a richness modified by delicate 
tints that is eminently pleasing. The 
walls are in a soft shade of red, with 
an ornament in neutral colors car- 
ried over the entire surface, produc- 
ing a satin-like effect. 
The ceilings 


both over and under the balcony are 
in blue, with ivory scroll decorations, 
sprays 
of rosea forming a part of 


them. The main ceiffng is elaborate 
in color and design. An oval center 
panel is in cloud effects, enriched bv 
a heavy laurel wreath, from which 
are suspended great festoons of .flow- 
ers. 
Surrounding this are four cir- 


cular centers, bearing designs of musi- 
cal instruments, surrounded by scroll 
work in green and gold. The rest of 
the ceiling is laid out in panels heav- 
ily ornamented with scroll work, cen- 
tered with shields of gold. The cone 
connecting ceiling and wall, is shaded 
from soft green to buff, and heavy fes- 
toons of flowers suspended from jew- 
elled shields are painted here. 


The sounding board is a striking 


piece of work. A large panel contains 
a figure composition, 
representing 


music and drama. 
Drama is seated 


on a bank of clouds, carrying the lau- 
rel of fame in the left hand, and with 
the right resting on a golden lyre. At 
her feet is seated music, playlnjr a 
stringed instrument. The two figures 
are surrounded by cherubs with musi- 
cal instruments and flowers. Heavy 
scroll work surrounds this piece, in- 
tertwined with flowers. 


The wh'ole effect of the decorations 


here briefly described is most pleasing 
and can hardly fail to add much to 
the pleasure of the patrons 
of the 


house. 


There are twelve boxes, two on each 


side of the main floor, and at the bal- 
cony and gallery levels. 
These may 


be entered either from their respect- 
ive levels or from, private stairways. 
The draperies of the 
boxes are of 


Sfraen velour, contrasting pleasingly 
with the warm colors 'of the walls and 
carpet. The ladies' parlor is decor- 
ated in a dainty combination of rose 
and green, with floral design on the 
ceiling and walls of panel design. The 
front of the boxes and balcony, are of 
handsomely decorated stucco work. 


The seats, of which there are near. 


ly 1400, are of the most comfortable 
design. The main floor has 
about 


550, with the balcony "and gallery giv- 
ing each about 450. 


Both balcony and gallery, have two 


stairways each, the gallery entrance 
being from Holden street, and having 
broad, easy stairs. 


The stage, 
which contains every 


cominience to aid in the suitable pre- 
sentation 'of the biggest attractions is 
provided with 16 sets of newest scen- 
ery by Huiest of Troy, ample for the 
staging of almost any piece from the 
resources of the 
house alone, and 


while most plays carry their own seen 
ery to such an extent that house scen- 
ery is used more and 
more rarely 


each year, it enables the house to sup- 
plement the scenery of a company in 
many way£. 


The stage has a large switchboard 


at the north side, from, which the light 
effects can be controlled to fit the 
situation. The fly loft is also on the 
north end of the stage and has every 
convenience for the quick handling of 
drops. 


There are 11 comfortable dressing 


rooms, all located high above the level 
of the stage and reached by stair- 
ways from the south side. This fea- 
ture will be appreciated by the mem- 
bers of the companies playing here, 
as is insures warm, dry and satisfac- 
tory dressing accomodations. 


The drop curtain is to be bf a plain, 


dark red shade, and will be a hand- 
some piece of draping. 


The coming week, bringing with It 


the opening of the new Empire, will 
be a memorable one in the year's the- 
atrical history, and has a 
program 


that Is of the utmost Interest. 
The 


Empire, after Its opening Wednesday 
evening, has one 
oth'er 
attraction, 


while the Rlchrvrmd also 
Has 
two 


bookings. 
The list of attractions Is 


as follows: 


Monday—"Australia," at the Rich- 


mond. 


Wednesday—"Lover's lane," at open 


ing of new Empire.

The opening night of the new the- 


ater would of course be the one event 
of commanding Interest for the week 
leaving out the play, entirely, but' 


"Lover's lane" has an interest of its 
own which deserves attention aside 
from its position as the opener of fSe 
house. "Lover's lane" was last sea- 
son's success at the Manhattan and 
Republic theaters in New York, and 
during the summer had a remarkable 
hot weather run in Chicago. It Is one 
of the best known of Clyde Fitch's 
works and was v*ritten as the result 
of "Way down East." It presents a 
phase of life in a small country New 
England town, the scene being laid 
supposedly not far from this section. 
The play has for its hero a broad- 
minded and simple-hearted clergyman 
who to'erates card 
playing, billiard 


tables and other diversions, frowned 
upon by members of some religious 
sects. He, naturally, encounters op- 
position from the more conservative 
people among his flock, and complica- 
tions result. In the third of the four 
acts, the young pastor is turned out 
of his beloved church. In the last act 
however, the hearts of his enemies are 
softened, and he is triumphantly re- 
stored to his position. He also wins 
a pretty art student, Mary Larkin, 
with whom he has had some idyllic 
love making thoughout the comedy. 
The story is cleverly worked out, witb 
many touches of sentiment, satire and 
good-natured humor. Many of 
the 


character studies are executed with 
insight and fine fidelity. Among them 
are the eccentric who manages 
the 


opera house .posts his own bills and 
leads his 'orchestra; the jealous choir 
singers; 
the prudish 
purity briga- 


diers, 
and 
a 
waif 
from 
the 


orphan 
asylum, 
an 
extremely 


amusing 
tomboy 
of 
eleven, 


whom the clergyman's kind heart and 
tact train into 
civilized ways. 
The 


scenic 
provision for 
the 
produc- 


tion 
is 
amply 
elaborate, 
a 


notable example being the 
orchard 


scenes, there being two of these, one, 
sh'owing the orchard in the 
fading 


tints of utumn, the other in the full 
bloom of spring. Real trees are used 
each leaf and flower being wired sep- 
arately to the real limbs. 


"Australia" at the Richmond Mon- 


day evening is a melodrama of the 
standard stamp, described by its in- 
spired press agent as "a drama of hu- 
man interest, with thrilling periods, 
vibrating with intrigue, passion and re 
•venge." As its name might suggest to 
the observant, it tells the story of a 
miner's luck in Australia, mingled 
with a love story which involves m'l- 
lions and passions and England. The 
play is by Daniel K. Hart, author of 
Daniel gully's "Parish Priest," and is 
provided with a climax per act. The 
company which is promised for the pre 
scntation is assured by the manage- 
ment as above the average for melo- 
dramatic work. 


'"Heart and sword," Friday evening 


at the Empire is that house's second 
attraction, and furnishes satisfactory 
promise of being an excellent play of 
an entirely different stamp from the 
opening. 
It is a romantic comedy, 


with all the elements that come from 
a story of lov& and war. Walker 
Whiteside takes the leading role, and

GoTernor N. O. Murphy of Arizona 


is perhaps- fh& flrst executive of Ameri- 
ca to talce-steps for legislation* along 
the lines suggested by the recent tu- 
berculosis congress in7 London, says a 
Washington dispatch to the St. Louis 
Republic. 


The principal recommendations, which 


urged the separation of patients and 
protested against public expectoration, 
holding that the germs of the disease 
were thus conveyed by Inhalation to 
the unaffllcted, are to be followed by 
legislation Jn Arizona If the recom- 
mendations of Governor Murphy to be 
made at the ensuing session of the ter- 
ritorial legislature are made into a 
law. 


Governor Murphy, who was formerly 


delegate from Arizona to congress, 
states that, while his recommendation 
would be a'radical measure in the mat- 
ter of controlling: the actions and the 
lives of consumptives, be believes nev- 
ertheless that the time is opportune to 
raise the question in an official way, so 
far- as the territory of Arizona Is con- 
ccjtaed, to the extent of passing a re- 
strictive measure regulating the habita- 
tions and residence of consumptives 
In an effort to prevent the spread of 
the disease by communication. No leg- 
islation is as yet in effect in the Unit- 
ed States which directs as to where a 
consumptive may or may not reside. 


"There is considerable agitation In 


Arizona," said Governor Murphy, "on 
the question of the treatment of the 
thousands of .persons afflicted with 
consumption who have come to live 
with us beccuse of the salubrity of our 
climate and the wonderful effect the 
dry air of the desert has upon the 
lungs of those who do not postpone 
their attempts for relief until they are 
la the helpless stages of the disease. 


"We do not desire to shut out con- 


sumptives from the privilege of com- 
ing to us in an effort to get. well, but 
my object is to prevent their promiscu- 
ous intermingling- with the well. While 
I have as yet given no intimation of 
my intention I will now say that it is 
my purpose to recommend the creation 
nnder legislative authority of a terri- 
torial board of health, Investing its 
officers with full power to quarantine 
and segregate persons coming into the 
territory 
afflicted with consumption 


precisely along the lines of the power 
of the boards of health of the various 
states in quarantining against any dan- 
gerous contagious disease. 


"Of course I know that this law It 


passed would be of the most vital im- 
portance to the great army of those af- 
flicted with consumption, and It is leg- 
islation which would arouse much dis- 
cussion as to Its merits and ultimate 
effects. But there are two sides to the 
question. I think our people are en- 
titled to some sort of protection from 
contagion, at least on an equality with 
the patient, who is in turn entitled to 
exhaust all reasonable efforts to get 
well. It would be inhuman to deny 
them this chance, but I shall recom- 
mend that a law be passed prohibiting 
them from living in hotels and board- 
Ing houses with well people and requir- 
ing them to live upon the desert in such 
places or sanitariums to be provided 
and in localities where the possibility 
of contagion will be as greatly reduced 
as the circumstances permit. 


"The recent declaration of the tuber- 


culosis congress in London as to the 
means of contagion has affirmed the 
need of isolation and control In com- 
munities where there are a great many 
consumptives. The newly created board 
would have poorer to examine the ar- 
rivals in the territory in the trains and 
determine whether they are proper sub- 
jects for control. Persons coming to 
us would be obliged to obey these di- 
rections or pass out of the territory. 
Persons afflicted with consumption, es- 
pecially those in the last stages, who 
flock to one center are a great menace 
to the Inhabftants and cannot be said 
to be desirable companions for close 
association." 


Governor Murphy further says that 


It is his intention to recommend that a 
law be passed prohibiting the issuing 
pf a marriage license to persons afflict- 
ed with incurable diseases and that a 
proper board of physicians be consti- 
tuted to determine upon the question 
whether such persons would be per- 
mitted a license to wed in his territory.

j EGYPTIAN COTTON CULTURE 


j 
.-,' 
| Successful Kxperiiaenti at Govern- 


ment Station Rear Pbeoix, Art*. 
Experiments at the government sta- 


tion are proving without a doubt that 
Egyptian cotton can be successfully 
grown in the southwest, says the New 
York Sun. An acre planted at the ex- 
perimental farm near Pbenix, Ariz., 
is producing a crop of unexpected lux- 
uriance, with a fiber that "Is long, silken 
and strong and a much stronger and 
better staple than the American cot- 
ton of southeastern states. 


The experiments have been made nn- 


der the direction of the department of 
agriculture In conjunction with similar 
work in Florida, Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana, Alabama and .the Carolinas, but 
reports received at the Pbenix station 
say that in no other place, except on a 
small tract in lower Florida, has any 
success been attained. 
So successful 


have been the results with the experi- 
mental crop at Phenix that plantings 
will be made next year in a score of 
places in the southern part of Arizona 
and New Mexico. In old Mexico, too, 
rauch interest has been aroused, and 
the government will make trials with 
it In the state of Sonora. 


The conditions of soil and atmos- 


phere In the extreme southwest are 
very similar to those existing in Egypt, 
and the only difficulty will be the scar- 
city of water for irrigating in some lo- 
calities. 
With the crop at Pbenix, 


however, no trouble of that nature has 
been experienced, and in fact the ex- 
perimental crop of cotton has not dis- 
played as much thirst for water as 
does the alfalfa, now the main product 
of this country. So far as is now dis- 
cernible the only difficulty in the profit- 
able culture of cotton in the southwest 
would be in the procurement of labor 
at a price sufficiently low to permit 
competition 
with eastern growers. 


Mexicans and Indians to a limited 
number could be utilized, and in fact 
such an industry would open chances 
for giving employment to many idle 
Indians, but It is likely that a certain 
number of negroes would necessarily 
be brought in from the southeast.

ton, N. J., the doctor's home, and is ta« 
first announcement of his plans in leav- 
ing the Peary expedition. Men inter* 
estod in that venture and on the ship 
at the time say he is mad and that a 
sense of duty to the expedition pre- 
vented him from leaving the frozen 
north until the expedition bad won or 
otherwise ended the journey. 


Here IB proof that the doctor intends 


to brave the risks of a dash over the 
wastes of snow and the ice packs that 
have hitherto proved insurmountable 
barriers to those hardy enough to ven- 
ture on the quest amply supplied and 
abundantly aided; 


Dr. Diedrick proposes to make the at- 


tempt alone save for the company of 
such Eskimos as he can win over to his 
project. 


His friends in Washington, N. J., de- 


ny that the surgeon is mad, but say 
rather th#t he has made some discovery 
through the natives of a way to find 
the goal for which science has sacri- 
ficed so mauy lives and sunk so many 
fortunes. For three years lie has*lived 
among the Eskimos In that world of 
ice and eternal winter. He knows their 
language, and letters sent back pre- 
viously show that he has made a study 
of their legends and folklore. 


It is believed that there are natives 


who have reached the latitude of the 
pole, but none has ever shown intel- 
ligently the route followed. Perhaps 
Dr. Diedrick fca-j learned from them 
how to retich 't. .si least his friends 
thins, he fcfic.1. 


Tb/- L-5JOW lie ia not foolhardy and ia 


a. eounu, l-'-el headed man and believe 
he would not enter upon so daring an 
enterprise unless the reward of success 
is a possibility, And yet, perchance the 
belief of Dr. Cook and the others on 
the Erik may be correct, and he la sim- 
ply a madman, ffolng to his death amid 
the merciless cpM a aft biting blasts of 
the upper arctic cu-cle. 


Dr. DjecJrick made an exhaustive 


study of the arctic seas. He has been a 
close student of the subject for years 
and had expected to go with Peary In 
1S91. 
Dr. Diedrick was born in Mil- 


ford, N. J., thirty-eight years ago. He 
is a graduate of Hahnemann Medical 
college in Philadelphia and ranks high 
in his profession. 


J. B. R. Smith of the secretary of 


state's office in Trenton, N. J., is a per- 
sonal friend of the doctor. He said: 


"All this talk about him being insane 


is nonsense. He is not the kind of man 
wbo goes insane and, having lived in 
the arctic circle for throe years, is not 
likely to have his mind affected by the 
climate. 
He has the most powerful 


pbysique of any man I ever knew, and 


i I never met a man who was better 


mentally or morally. He is a man of 
strict integrity and a kindly disposi- 
tion." 


It is the opinion of Lis friends that 


he and Peary quarreled over a matter 
of precedence and that they were jeal-

Facts About Local Representatives of 


Ancient Races. 
Mr. Bahoot Says 


There Are Good and Bad Sy- 


rians and Good Ones Suffer 
For Deeds of Bad Ones 


The recent story in the Transcript of 


the trouble between local Syrians and 
Druses, a race allied to the Turks, 
aroused a great deal of interest and 
discussion among the people of Asiatic 
origin who reside in this 
city—and 


many nationalities are 
represented 


here. It has also led to the writing of 
a long letter in defense of the two 
local Druzes who had stirred up the ire 
of the Syrians by B. J. Bahoot of New 
York city, himself a Syrian and Chris- 
tian, -but a friend .of the two believers 
in Mahometanism, who are, according 
tohis story, of the better educated class 
in their own country. 


The letter goes into many of the de- 


tails of an old time strife in Asiatic 
Turkey between the Druzes and Syr- 
ians and shows how the outbreak here 
is but tjhe natural result of inherited 
prejudices—both an international and 
a religious feud as the .Transcript 
characterized it. 


Because of its local application and 


Mr. Bahoot's acquaintance with both 
parties to the trouble here, he having 
been a temporary resident here for 
some time the letter which follows Is 
of particular interest at.this time: 


Mr. Bahoot'H tetter 


In 1860 the European powers inter- 


fered in the affairs of Mount Lebanon 
and incited the Druzes and Christians 
to fight each other to extermination. 
This policy was principally made by 
France. 
She succeeded'in convincing 


Turkey that if discord did not arise 
amongst her subjects they would unite 
some day and fight for independence. 
So Turkey urged on the Druzes to at- 
tack the Christians. 


Fighting began and men .women and 


children were slaughtered by whole- 
sale. The atrocities 
asted one year 


and the result was the utter defeat of 
the Christians. 
It is incredible that 


15,000 or 20,000 Druzes could fight 120,- 
000 or 130,000 Christians to submission, 
but after the atrocities were over it 
was known that the Christians were 
not opposed by the Druzes alone, but 
there were the men of Turkey against 
them also, 


France stepped in and put a strong 


force in Syria on the pretense of pro- 
tecting her brothers in Christianity, 
but the ireachery of one of her officers 
was a cause of -withdrawal. 


This event is still recited from fath- 


ers to sons, and those who lack the ad- 
vantages of knowledge and education 
still have the belief of the Arabs that 
if a man does not have revenge upon 
his enemy he shall carry the shame all 
his life. 


Mount Lebanon contains both ignor- 


ant and sensible people of Druzes and 
Christians. 
Those who are educated 


and gifted with common sense do not 
look at tne Druzes who are living in 
our days as the guilty ones nor do" they 
hold 
them 
responsible 
for 
their 


fathers' crime; but those 
who are 


taught to hate and despise the Druzes 
by their fathers are a great trouble 
and nuisance wherever they go. 


As far as the case of the two Druze 


men who are amongst us in North Ad- 
ams I shall try and explain things to 
the American public and show them 
the true state of affairs among the 
Syrians in North Adams, 


As in every country there are two 


classes of people, good and bad, but 
generally the latter exceeds the form* 
in number. Among those who come 
from Syria are found the two classes. 


Now it is a general rule that bad 


actions are always noticed very much 
quicker than good actions and it ap- 
pears to me that bad people are more 
energetic and courageous than good 
people in showing and exhibiting their 
characters and dispositions. 


If two classes of the Americans were 


to go to Syria I would very much 
easier notice the bad 
of them and 


would liken all the Americans to him. 
So it is with us Syrians, two classes 
came here and the bad one took advan- 
tage of the good one and showed what 
goods he had before the 
good one 


could appear. So the latter is likened 
to the former and has been discredited 
unfairly. 


These two Druzes came from a nob>e 


and honorable family. They are edu- 
cated and well brought up; they are 
honest and upright young men; they 
are 
sensible and affectionate. 
They 


are considered to be of the highest 
class of people in rank and finance. 
They never transgress the rules of 
humanity and morality. They nearly 
worship morals. 


They came to this country five years 


ago and to this city two years ago. 
One of them lived in "Waterbury, Ct, 
for a length of time, and some time in 
Torrington before he came here. Dur- 
ing this time hi sconduct was highly 
praised and he has the best of records. 
His family in Mount Lebanon is known 
to be very peaceful, a family of fame 
and respect. His companion is equal'y 
classed in rank, finance and reputation 


I shall not try to detail the origin 01" 


their faith and religion. Their belief is 
not fully explained. But one thing I 
know about them. They are not cow- 
ards. They are bold and brave. They 
are always true and right in whatever 
they state. They d!d not inform the 
ohtef of police that they were Arme- 
nians, but I should judge that it was 
published by a mistake. 


It is not my place or business, to 


give the exact nature of the trouble, 
but I desire to say one thing which ] 
am \ery sure of. Two men do not 
dare to criticise 
Christianity in a 


Christian country and those two young 
men are persecuted and oppressed. ] 
have had many interesting conversa- 
tions with them on the subject of re- 
ligion and I concluded that they re- 
spect and revere Christianity even if 
they do criticise our religion. Our 
Lord did not appoint any of us to de- 
fend him. We cannot fo?ce people to 
conversion by persecution; 
our 
re- 


ligion is not a sword religion. A true 
Christian should not abuse and ill- 
treat gentiles. We must be kind to 
thera. 


Druzes differ from Turks in religion 
and customs, but I have not the space 
to explain the 
differences 
between 


them. The object of my writing is to 
prove to the American people and to 
those in authority the innocence of 
these two men and assure them that 
they have been unmercifully oppressed 
These two men are alone in this coun- 
try, 
putting all their dependence in 


the justice of the American people. 
They need protection; they shouM not 
be left to be attacked and devoured 
by their hateful enemies. I ciy out 
to the intelligent people of North Ad- 
ams the innocence of these two men 
and also seek the assistance of the 
good people in improving the condi- 
tions of the Syrians in your cities. I 
have been working thot these people 
may be elevated from a low degree of 
ignorance to a high position of educa- 
tion. 
"We must distinguish the two 


classes if improvement is impossible.
